A Recent Visit to Andersonville. 


Anderson is the name ofa station og 
the Southwestern Railroad, about sixty 
miles from Macon. Itis nothing but 
a railroad station, and the only thing 
that characterizes the spot is the im- 
mense Union Cemetery of some twenty 
acres over which floats the star-spang- 
led banner. The cemetery 1s construct- 
ed onthe spot where the prisoners 
were buried, and the trenches ,wtre 
dug with such precision and regularity 
that the soldiers were not generally 
disturbed, but allowed to remain as 
their comrades interred them, working 
under the watchful eyes and the. fixed 
bayonets of the Georgia Home Guard. 
The cemetery is surtounded by a stout 
brick wall, with an iron gate, and is 
under the supervision of a superin- 
tendent, who lives on the grounds. 
It isa plain spot. There is not much 
attempt made to ornament this city of 
our martyred dead. It would take a 
great deal of even such influence as 
plants and flowers possess to dispel the. 
melancholy memories that haunt this 
hill in the pine woods of South Geor- 
|gia. Southerners shun the spot, but 
the cemetery is much visited by north- 
ern travelers, and the register in the 
Superintendent’ s lodge contains many. 
strange inscriptions besides the names 
of the visitors. One lady asks for- 


war experiences. In the cemetery the 
ground is of a general level, and the 
graves of the known and the unknown, 
properly separated, range in rows, 
closely laid, as far as the eye can 


reach. There are actually buried oa 
this elevation 13,715 men. The 
soldier Whose identity was 


served by his comrades is marked in 
his resting place by a white marble 
stone, rising eighteen inches above the 
ground. A square marble block with 
the word ‘‘unknown” on it is repeated 
about one thousand times in the ceme- 
tery. Part of the stockade is still 
standing. There were two rows of 
trees—one inside the other. The-outer 
row has fallen down, save a few posts 
here and there, but a large part of the 
inner wall still ;stands. Trees have 
grown up around the old pen, and a 
thick growth of underbrush now cov- 
ers the site of the prison. No traces of 
the famous brook that ran through the 
| stockade remain, nor of the wonderful 
well dug by the prisoners. It is .all 
now a mild and peaceful section of the 
country. Many of the soldiers in the 
cemetery have handsome headstones 
lifted to their memory by friends in 
the north, and efforts are frequently

A PRETTY STORY SPOILED. 


An anecdote of President Lincoln 


_ about General Stoneman, printed in 
_ the Boston Advertiser, and editorially 


reprinted by the San Francisco Chron- 
tele, is decidedly amusing, as most 
anecdotes illustrating the humor of 
Lincoln generally are, According to 
the Advertiser, after General Stoneman 


_ had allowed bis cavalry force of one 


thousand men to be captured by a de- 
tachment of infantry half as strong, 
some one lamented in the presence of 
Lincoln that Stoneman. had been made 
prisoner. “I can make twenty just as 
good Generals as Stoneman is, any 
day.” said Abe; ‘‘but those horses cost 
the Government $125 a piece.” 

It grieves ustospoila good cam- 
paign story—especially one calculated 
to precipitate confusion into the camp 
of the enemy—but a perpendicular 
and perennial regard for historic truth, 
to which the Trmgs is irrevocably com- 
mitted, constrains us to say that the 
above anecdote properly applies to 
General Stoughton, not to General 
Stoneman. Stoughton was captured at 
Fairfax Court House, Virginia, one 
night i in the winter of 1861-62, under 
circumstances not creditable to him as 
a soldier, and it was of him that Pres- 
ident Lincoln nfade the quaint and 
cutting remark quoted above. It was 


near Macon, Georgia, more than two 


years later, that General Stoneman sur- 
rendered with seven hundred men. to 
an inferivr force of the enemy.

Ten hours constitute a 
day’s work. | 

The average rent for a working man’s 
cottage, of three rooms and a kitchen, 


is $410 per month; two rooms 


kitchen, $2.35. 

Food rules fully as high as in Cali- 
fornia. From the tables Mr. Vogeler 
gives, we get the. following average 


|, prices: Rye flour, 100 pounds, $3.6¢; 


wheat flour, $4.60 ; potatoes,100 pounds, 
61 cents; beef, per pound, 13 cents; 
- pork, do., 15 cents; mutton, 12 cents, 
bacon, 19 cents. 

From such rates, it is no wonder 
every man gets away who can. The 
Consul. thus concludes his report: 
“When it is considered that four per- 
sons are expected to get a month’s food 
supply for $9.50, rent, light, taxes and 
clothing not included, the chances of 
the workingman saving any part of 
his earnings in this country, are very 

limited.

A Bill to Incorporate the Maretine 
Canal Co. of Nicaragua. 


Arabi Pasha Makes Some Proclamations— 
News from the Indian Country— 
Bradiaugh Committed.

WASHINGTON July 21.—Mr. Kasson 
from the Committee on Foreign Af- 
fairs, reported this morning a substi- 
tute for Rosecrans’ bill, to incorporate 
the Maritime Canal Company, of Nica- 


ragua. The bill provides that the ca- 
nal shall not be less than twenty-eight 
feet in depth, 150 feet in width onthe 
water surface, and shall have locks not 
less than 600 feet in leugth, and. that 
it shall guarantee for twenty 
years after the completion of the 
canal and commencement of passage 
of vessels throngh it, and that the net 
receipts from the traffic shall not be 
less in amount than three per cent. 
upon the total cost of the canal, which 
cost shall in no event exceed $75, 000,- 
000; not more than one million to be 
deducted from the gross receipts to de- 


provides that the charges for tran- 
sit of vessels through the cana) shall 
not exceed $2.50 per ton weight or of 
forty cubic feet measuremant, but the 
company may, at its option, charge 
not exceeding $1.25 per ton actual 


‘When this demand slackens the ma- 
chinery in our torges and machine 
shops will be adjusted and adapted to 
the new demand for material for ship- | 
building. When this occurs, Amer 
ican energy and ingenuity will very | 
soon outstrip all other nations in ship | 
building, and our Naval and merchant | 
marine will assume its former if not | 
higher position in the commerce of the | 
world. It is possible that the duties | 
on foreign iron may have something 
to do with it, but the circumstances 
stated above, together with the 
great difference in the price of 
labor in Europe and the United 
States, are the prime parties in this 
state of things. A few years may 
change these‘conditions, and without 
reducing labor here to the European 
standard, —a thing by no means de- 
sired—the enterprise of our business | 
men and ingenuity of our mechanics, | 
will surely tind a way of equalizing 
the cast of iron ship building. Already 
some of the finest and flectest steamers 
on the ocean are of American con- 
struction, affording abundapt evidence 
of what American enterprise can do 
when its energies are directed to the 
object. 

Some of these very short sighted ed- 
iturs exclaim—*Our treasury is full to 
overflowing; why not buy ships of war 
from other nations, as Turkey and 
Chile have done, and encourage our 
merchant marine by subsidies and in 
many other ways?” In answer to the 
first branch of the proposition, we 
have only to ask:—Would the 
Democrats have us first build up 
our antagonist, and possible enemy, 
and have nothing wherewith to carry 
on the contest except what he chose to 
sell us? That is not Republican pol- 
icy. We want to build up a navy 
from keel to truck—whence proudly 
flies the stars and stripes—of Ameri- 
can iron and steel, with American 
guns, manned by American hearts of 
oak. Then will we bave a navy of 
which we may be justly proud, and 
which will command the respect of 
the world. No borrowed ships or guns 
for us.

PRESIDENT BARRIOS’ M ISSION. 


General Grant Thinks It will He 


Wasuineron, July 21.—Senor Ro- 
mero, Minister to the United States 
from the Republic of Mexico, has _re- 
ceived the following letter from Gen- 
eral Grant in reply to the communica- 
tion asking the views of the latter with 
regard to the missionof President Bar- 
rios to this country : 


Lone Brancn (N. J.), July 12. 

My Dear Sir: [am just in receipt 
of your letter yesterday in regard to 
the arrival of President Santee, of 
Guatemala. I had read in the morning 
papers of his reception in Nev Or- 
leans, and his intention of proceeding 
immediately to New York. In my 
judgment there is not the least 
ground for apprehension on arcount 
of his visit. He will unquéstionably 
be received by the President and Sec- 
retary of State with great courtesy, as 
he ought to be, as the representative 
of a neighboring Republic, but thie 
annexation of territory will have but 
few advocates, and the treatment by 
the press of the conntry of such men 
who have advocated interference in 
foreign countries shows that any scheme 
of that kind would be extremely ‘un- 
popular. 

As to our Government’s interfering 
in the question of the boundary be- 
tween Mexico and Guatemala, | I am 
sure there need not be any anxiety felt 
by Mexico. If Mexico and Guatemala 
should agree between themselyes to 
refer any question between them to us, 
as arbitrator, as Portugal and England 
did in regard to conflicting claims to 
territory on the east coast of Africa, of 
course our Government would hear the 
statements of both parties and give its 
judgment in the matter referred to it; 
but even then I don’t suppose the 
United States would do more than by 
its good offices to have the contending 
parties accept her decision, if either 
shoulf feel inclined to reject the de- 
cision. 

lam not, of course, authorized to 
say @ word ‘for the Administration on 
this subject, but Iam certain that I 
know the sentiment of the country on 
the question of annexation. If the 
Government’s good offices could be 
used effectively to induce the Central 
American republics to consolidate in 
one, I have no doubt but it would use 
them. But then the request would 
have to come from all of them. Cer- 
tainly the United States would not at- 
tempt to coerce consolidation at the 
instance of the President of one state 
and in his personal interest. The 
most that would likely be done would 
be to inquire through our representa. 
tives in those countries as to the feel- 
ing of the people and officials on Somes 
subject of consolidation.

Arabi Pasha‘’s Pr ‘Mis 
Charges Against the Khedive. 


ALEXANDRIA, July 21.—On the evac- 
uation of Alexandria Arabi Pasha is- 
sued the following proclamation; | 
“Mudiers :—At the Khedive’s instiga-_ 
tion the English killed with the sword 
and shot in revenge the Egyptions who 
were left to guard the city. The Khe- 
dive remains at night, with his wo- 
men, afloat among the English, and re- 
-turns to the shore in the day-time, to 
order the continuance of the slaughter; 
therefore, I issue my order to con- 
tinue raising soldiers.” 

NUMBER TWO. 

A second proclamation of Arabi 
says the Khedive has imprisoned his 
Ministers at Alexandria in order that 
they may be instruments in English 
hands. The telegram dispatched by 
Ragheb Pasha authorizing the cessa- 
tion of military preparations were 
forcibly extorted from him, and are 
therefore invalid. An _ irreconcilable 
war exists between us oes the Eng- 
lish. 

REPORTS OF MASSACRES CONFIRMED. 

A letter from the interior confirms 
the reports of massacres at Cairo and 
Damietta. At Caluila a family was 
taken from the railway train and put 
under the wheels. All employees of 
Cadistra survey at Lontah were killed, 
including two English engineers named 
Crowther and Maclean. A shiek and

THE PORTE'S DECISION. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, July 21. — It is 
stated that the Porte has decided-to 
notify the conference of its intention to 
despatcl#to Egypt, but that it will re- 
fuse a modification of the conditions 
proposed in the identical notes of 
powers to the Porte. 


THE INDIAN WAR. 


Summary of the ‘asualties andl 
Where the Fight Took Place. 


Wuipp.E Barracks, A. T., July 21, 
—The latest from Major Evans by 
courier from Chevelous Fork, dated 
July 19, via Verde by telegraph this 
morning, says the result of the battle 
with the Indians on the 17th was as 


follows: Fourteen dead Indians now 
found; the number of wounded can- 


not be estimated, but the blood on the 
rocks and ground shows that a great 
many were wounded. Two dead In- 
dians have been recognized as rene- 
gade scouts of the Cibicu affair, Six 
women and children were taken pris- 
oners.- Their entire provisions, blank- 
ets, camp outfit and a large amount of 
ammunition were captured. Over one 
hundred head of animals were 
captured and (twenty-four killed. 
Forty-two were turned over to the 
citizens who claimed them. No ade- 
quate description of the spot where 
the hostiles touk their stand can hardly 
be given. It is a succession of very 
wooded gorges, running ia nearly 
every direction, with almost, perpen- 
dicular sides and water‘at the bottom 
of cafion, and is the west branch of the 
Chevelons fork of the little Colorado, 
where the Moquit trail crosses about 
tifty miles due east from Fort Verde. 
The character of the country permitted 
the escape of the Indians during the 
night. The casualities of our side 
were, Private Lernon, troop F, Sixth 
Cavalry, killed; Charles, a Scout, 

Killed; Lieut. Converse, Third Cavalry, 
wounded in the right eye, slightly;

The reasons for this state of 
things is said tobe neglect of the ditch, 
which is now in such condition that the 
water can scarcely flow’ through 
it,- and also that a vast quuantity 
of water is wasted at the upper dam by 
leakage, which continues down the 
ditch. The complaint is of so serious 
a nature that the City Council should 
investigate and apply a remedy if possi- 
ble.

‘TTFTIK. 


Facts About 
| Goats and Mohair. 


A Consular Report from Asia Minor, the Home 
of the Silvery Fleece—The Indus- 
try in California. 


Angora goat culture was commenced 
in California twenty-one years ago, but 
has only been pushed (and not always 
with energy and intelligence) during 
about half of that time. It has not 


proved a success, nor yet a complete 


failure, though as a rule the results 
have been unsatisfactory. The industry 
has never, in fact, fairly got its grip on 
this coast; for which result there are 
many and sufficient reasons outside of 
the goat himself, not necessary to go 
into now and here (the reasons, not the 
goat). It may be truthfully asserted, 
however, without fear of successful con- 


tradiction, tnat the result is due, 
primarily, vicious systems of 
breeding, culture and _ handling; 


and secondarily to inadequate provis- 
ion for rearing the flocks, and to want of 
time in whith to achieve results from 
the small beginnings made—results of 


sufficient importance to make an im- 
pression upon the commerce of the 
country. 

The system upon which our Califor- 
nia goat breeders, almost without ex- 
ception, commenced experimenting was 
the system of crossing the pure-bred, 
fleece-bearing Angora buck upon the 
native ewe of the common, short-haired, 
non-fleece-bearing species, hoping there- 
by to obtain, after a series of. crosses, a 
high-grade goat from which the coarse 
hair or kemp of the plebeian animal had 
substantially disappeared, and in its 
place.to produce the silky mohair of 
commerce. hope has too often 
proved a delusion and the system a fail- 
ure. As arule, breeders have not been 
systematic and persistent enough in 
their efforts. They 
their task before results could reasonably 
be expected, and, declaring ‘‘the Angora 
business”’ a failure, have killed or got 
rid of their low-bred, scragzy, kemp- 
covered bands, just as the pure blood 
commenced to show itself to some prac- 
tical purpose. Other loose, ignorant, 
careless or easily-discouraged breeders 


have sometimes taken up the unfinished 


work where the beginners left off, but 
they, too, after futile efforts to improve 
the stock and ineffectual attempts to 
grow mobair where they should have 
known only kemp would grow, have 
abandoned the task in disgust, proclaim- 
ing again its failure, thus giving the 
weak and unfortunate industry another 
black eye. So it has gone on, year after 


the Angera honor in a State where the 
climate and herbage are unquestionably 
well suited to his constitution and cul- 
ture. 

The fault lies largely at the doors of 
greedy and dishonest growers of breed- 
ing-goats, who, for purposes of gain, 
have systematically and persistently 
represented that about all the intending 
goat-raiser needed to make him rich 
was to buy a pure-breed buck or. two, 
get a band of common ewes and a moun- 
tain-side for range, sit down and wuit 
for mohair and results! 

The idea that the goat will ‘‘live on 
nothing,’’ ‘‘live on brush,’’ or live 
where any other grazing animal will 
starve, ete. ., ete., has been so persist- 
ently circulated that it has actually 
found believers among intelligent stock 
men, who ought to know better. And, 
in pursuance of this false idea, many 
bands of goats, some of them of fine 
blood and valuable, have often been 
turned out into the chaparal to shirk 
for themselves, where, if they were for- 
tunate enough to escape the fangs of 


‘wild animals, they had their fleece torn 


from their backs by the brush, or were 
left to grow wild. Under such a per- 
nicious system, which ,is no system at 
all, how could any satisfactory results 
be expected? 

The best way to commence - breeding 
is, of course, to begin with stock of 
pure blood on both sides, and to take 
care that it is kept so; though there are 
not wanting instances in California 
where very gratifying results have been 
obtained by patiently, persistently and 
intelligently pursuing the system of 
crossing down to the ‘fourth or fifth 
generation, at which peried the grade 
goat, when properly bred, produces a 
handsome fleece of marketable mohair. 
One thing to be especially guarded 
against by the breeder is the tendency 
of the grade animal to breed back. The 
vices of the common blood will some- 
times reappear after the seventh or 
eighth generation. 

The pelts of grade Angoras, where 
mohair is the prevailing fibre, are use- 
ful, and make very handsome carriage 
robes, gloves, rugs, mats, ete. Such 
skins are successfully manufactured by 
a manufacturing firm in San Jose, who 
handle all they can get. 

Following are some _ practical facts 
from the native home of the Angora 
goat. They are taken from a recent re 
port of United States Consul General 
Heap, of Constantinople : 

‘‘Angora, a fertile province in Asia 
Minor, which furnishes the valued 
hair so much esteemed in Western Eu- 
rope, has been brought to the verge of 
ruin by an administrative decree. Mo- 
hair is the principal article of produc- 
tion and export from the province, and 
it had at one time the monopoly of its

production. The governmeyt probably 
counted on this in imposing a heavy ad- 
The consequence has been 
thet the peasant, unable to pay the 
burden, prefers to kill the amimals for 
food. ‘A considerable number of goats 
have of late years been exported to the 


they appear to thrive, and the fleece to 
lose none of its good qualities by the 
change of climate. Thus, whilst by the 
blindness and cupidity cf’the govern- 
ment a valuable source of wealth is be- 
ing destroyed, rival centers of produc- 
tion are coming into prominence in other 
countries. 

“Since the introduction of Cape mo- 
hairinto the western markets, that of 
Turkey has suffered an increasingly se- 
vere competition, which ill fits it to bear 
the increased duty recently imposed on 
the latter by the Turkish government. 
Until last year the duty paid on mohair 
was 614 cents per pound, but this year 
it has been raised to 8'; cents per 
pound, in addition to the tax of 64 
cents per head on each goat. Merchants 
complain bitterly of this excessive in- 
crease, which is likely, in course of 
time, to ruin a trade which one way or 
another brought a revenue of about $4,- 
000,000 per annum into the country. 

“Mohair enters largely into the man- 
ufacture of ladies’ dresses, trimmings, 
light cloths, shawls and velvets, and a 
number of other useful articles. ** * 

“Constantinople is the central mar- 
ket for mohair, but shipments are also 
made from Smyrna, Alexandretta and 
Beyrout; from the two last-named ports 
to the value of about $350,000 annually. 

‘‘In November, 1880, a further ship- 
ment was-made here [Constantinople] 
of 415 goats, via England, to the Cape 
of Good Hope. These animals cost here 
from $20 to $50 each, but they can be 
bought in the interior at a much lower 


price. 
‘Mohair, known in Turkey as ‘tiftik,’ 
the hair of what is commonly called the 


Angora goat, is the fleece of the Capra 
Angorensis,.a species of goat which is 
reared on the plains of Angora and 
some of the adjoining districts. These 
goats, which number upward of 
600,000, are clipped in Apnl and May, 
the finest hair being obtained trom the 
kid when two years old; the second fin- 
est from the she goat, the next from the 
wether, and the coarsest from the en- 
tire animal. The finest hair is about 
five inches long, generally of a white 
color and fine silky texture, and comes 
from the district of Bey Bazar. The 
next in quality comes from Ayash, and 
the third from Angora. A coarse and 
strong description comes from the 
neighborhood of Van, etc. . 

‘‘About 140,000 pounds of hair are 
worked up in ‘the districts where it is 
produced in the manufacture of native 
‘clothing, etc.

In any event, it may well be 
given a fairer, fuller and more scientific 
trial than it has ever yet received on 
the Pacific Coast. It has been demon- 
strated in practical experience that this 
animal thrives better and produces a 
finer and heavier fleece in California 
than he does in his Asian home.
